vonne, Jackson slllTcrcd like tin 
rest. Although fourteen years old. 
he joined Sumter's division and 
helped ;it guerilla warfare, with the 
hardships and incidents to such 
Captured in battle, the young her, 
proved his courage iii refusing lo 
blacken the boots of ;i yonng son of 
a British officer* and carried to his 
irrave Ihescarsof the officer's sword - . 
By- and by we will see how, years 

.afterwards, in the battle of New 
Orleans, lie avenged this insult, 
when twcniv si\ hundred British 
lay dead in front of the cotton-bale 
ditches ami only eight Americans 
killed. Afterwards lie moved to 
Tennessee, His boyhood was more 
distinguished by roystering than 
by steadiness lb- was a leader in 
races, oock-Sghts, drinking bouts 
and the like. He took the notion 

of studying law, and after two years 
of a little bit ol studying, he was 

admitted to the bar. lion. Amos 
Kendall, from whom Ken-tall Green 

was named, pronoii >d him .as o\ 

•' no legal mind," hut when it came 
to collecting bad bills ainonjr the 
backwoodsmen, then Andrew 
Jackson became conspicuous. Thus 

some seventy bills were collected 
for the merchants through the In- 
vincible combination of "Jackson 
and his rifle. " Evidently he hud 
not attained to thai attenuated 
form that comes from overs! inly. 

Undoubtedly the Battle of New 
Orleans proved to be the turning 
point in the hero's career. Willi 
his usual fler.V zeal, he made pie 
paiiitions to meet the British inva- 
sion there, lie hud to make the 
best use of free colored men, freed 
convicts, and sharpshooters from 
the Southwest. Doubtless the ter- 
rific execution ot Packenhnm's 
force, composed of veteran* from the 
Napoleonic Wars, was due to thesi 
sharpshooters, to whom the picking 
of »squinel off the top of a ine 
was ;i trivial feat. Twenty six 
hundred British to eighl American 
dead ! Such is the wide dispro- 
portion, perhaps unparalleled in 
history. Jackson's return to Ten- 
nessee from the battle pa i took ol ;i 
triumphal tour, .and the wave n( 
popularity so spread thai on its t< p 
he was wafted into the White 
House, in I- 

His career as President from 
to 1S:V;, was a stormy one. He 

fought Congress as he had the 

Clocks and Ihe British. Opposed 
to the President on certain linos of 
policy was the great oratoric&l tri- 
umvirate composed of Claj . 
houn, and Webster " lie 81 

ed in breaking down ilu> United 
States Bauk, which, up to that time 

had kept the public monevs He 

vetoed almost all the measures 

proposed for the promotion ot roads 

and other ' internal improvements 1 
by the general government.'
